G.S.R. 253.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 30'9 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment 
to Group C and D posts in the Secretariat of the Committee 
of Management, Government Opium & Alkaloid Works 
Undertakings, under the Ministry of Finance (Departmet of 
Revenue), namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may he 
called Government opium and Alkaloid Works Undertakings, 
Secretariat of the Committee of Management (Group C and 
D Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1993. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.—These rules shall apply to the posts speci¬ 
fied in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classifications and scale of pay.—The 
number of posts, their classification and the scales of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in column 2 to 4 of (he 
said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.—. 
The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit. Quali¬ 
fications and other relating to the said posts shall be as spe¬ 
cified in columns 5 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Liability of persons appointed as peons to undergo train¬ 
ing as Home Guards.—Notwithstanding anything contained 


in these rules, every person appointed as a Peon under these 
rules shall undergo training as a Home Guard for period 
of three years; 

Provided that the Commandant General, Home Guards, may 
having regard to the performance of and standard of training 
achieved by any person during the period of training, reduce 
such period of two years for reasons to be recorded in writ¬ 
ing. 

6. Disqualifications.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or cont¬ 
racted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts. 

Provided that ihe Central Government may if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applic¬ 
able to such person and the other party to the mairiage and 
that there are other grounds for sp doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or cate¬ 
gory of persons. 

8. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age-limit and other concesesions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, Ex- 
servicemen and other special categories of persons in accord¬ 
ance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

5. Power to relax.-—Where the Central Government is of the 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do it may, hy 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation 
with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or cate¬ 
gory of persons, 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, the 
Ex-serviceman and other special categories of persons in ac¬ 
cordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

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DEPARTMENT OF ELECTRONICS 
ORDER 

New Delhi the, 15th January, 1993 

G.S.R. 256.— The Govt, of India, Department of Electronics,reconstituted the Inter-Ministerial 
Standing Committee (IMSC) on Mini Computers/Micro-Computer based items and Computer Software vide 
Gazette Notification No. GSR. 526(E) dated 13th August, 1991. 

2.0 With a view to Speed up the decision making process through decentralisation, IMSC has now decided to 
delegate some of its powers to respective Directors of Software Technology Parks (STPs) for caring the follow¬ 
ing functions with regaid to approving the proposals for setting up of units in the Complex and also as private 
STPs in their respective area/zone of operations *.— 

3.0 Proposals for Setting up Software Export Units under STP Scheme. 

3.1 Setting up of STP units by Software enterprenuers in STP Complex and all private STP cases at party’s 
premises. 

Full powers are delegated for carrying out duties and responsibilities on behalf of IMSC in respect of 
any project having an investment not exceeding Rs. 10 crore (Rs. Ten Crores) per case. 

3.2 The following matters shall be disposed off by STP Directors in all cases hereafter including 
such requests, in respect of cases already approved by IMSC and on behalf oflMSC. 

3.2.1 Change in name. 

3.2.2 Change in location/address 

3.2.3 Enhancement in project cost but total cost not exceeding Rs. 10 crores. 

3.2.4 Modification in model number of proposed computives but subject to the total project cost not exceeding 
Rs. 10 crore. 

3.2.5 Conversion of approval from Private STP to Govt. STP and vice versa. 

3.2.6 Approval for import of CG. 

3.2.7 Coordination with local customs authority. 

3.3 The zone/area of operation of STPs are demarked for purposes of clarity to the enterpreneurs who may 

then approach jurisdictional STP authorities, as follows :—

While delegating the above powers to respective STP Directors, IMSC has decided that consolidated list 
of proposals processed by them and approved by STP Directors as per the delegated powers should be 
submitted to IMSC for information on quarterly basis and where powers as per para 2 have been pxcer- 
cised in respect of cases Sanctioned earlier by IMSC, then casewise intimation shall be given as soon as 
possible. 

AU STP Directors may exercise the delegated powers mentioned above with the applicability of the 
standard term and conditions in force or as modified from time to time.
